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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of election, supplemental IDS and IDS filed on 10/25/06; 
12/2/04 and 8/27/03. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of group I in the reply filed on 10/25/06 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that all claims of record can be examined 
without serious burden to the examiner. This is not found persuasive because restriction 
requirement between groups I-III is in compliance with MPEP 806.05 (h). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 18-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 10/25/06. 

Claims 1-17 are pending in the application and the status of the application is as follows: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. This is written description requirement. 
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This is a "written description" rejection, rather than an enablement rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Vas-Cath Inc. V. Mahurka, 19 USPQ2d 1111, states that applicant 
must convey with reasonable clarity to those skilled in the art that, as of the filing date sought; he 
or she was in possession of the invention. The invention, for purposes of the " written 
description" inquiry, is "whatever is now claimed" (see page 1117). 

The description requirement of the patent statue requires a description of an invention, 
not an indication of a result that one might achieve if one made that invention. See In re Wilder, 
736 F.2d 1516, 1521, 222 USPQ 369, 372-73 (Fed. Cir. 1984). Accordingly, describing a skin 
care cosmetic composition comprising ingredient (i) and ingredient (ii) containing block 
copolymer, which is poly (butadiene-b-ethylene oxide) and defining poly-butadiene having a 
molecular weight of about 1,000 to about 10,000 and poly-ethylene oxide chain having a 
molecular weight of about 1,000 to about 20,000 in the absence of knowledge as to what type of 
molecular weight is not a description of the copolymer. Applicant fails to adequately describe " 
molecular weight" of the copolymer and type of molecular weight of each monomer. There are 
different kinds of" molecular weights". Most common are number average and weight average 
molecular weights. The others are peak average, viscosity average and Z average molecular 
weights. Polymers are made of many molecular chains, each having different chain lengths and 
thus different molecular weights. Specification fails to adequately describe the type of molecular 
weight. 

Thus Claims employing component (ii) at the point of novelty, such as applicants', 
neither provide those elements required to practice the inventions, nor "inform the public" during 
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the life of the patent of the limits of the monopoly asserted with respect to the type molecular 
weight of each monomer or the molecular weight of the diblock copolymer. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The recitation of molecular weight without specifying the type of molecular weight is 
indefinite. There are different kinds of" molecular weights". Most common are number average 
and weight average molecular weights. The others are peak average, viscosity average and Z 
average molecular weights. Polymers are made of many molecular chains, each having different 
chain lengths and thus different molecular weights.
